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Mayor's  Rep 
Sets  Weekly 
Hill  Sessions

Potrero  Hill  residents  who  have  a 
message  for  the  Mayor's  office  now  need 
to  go  no  further  than  their  own  neighbor- 
hood —  every  Wednesday  between  4-6  p.m. 

As  the  first  step  in  a  new  weekly  pro- 
gram of  neighborhood  sessions  sponsored 
by  the  Mayor's  office,  David  Serrano- 
Sewell,  special  assistant  to  Mayor  Willie 
Drown,  will  be  at  the  Potrero  Hill  Neigh- 
borhood House,  953  DeHaro  St..  every 
Wednesday  afternoon  to  hear  resident 
concerns  and  field  citizen  complaints. 
All  Hill  residents  are  welcome  to  come 
to  the  sessions. 

His  first  session  took  place  May  1,  at 
which  he  heard  from  workers  at  tlie  San 
Francisco  Housing  Authority  Paint  Shop, 
who  say  management  is  breaking  the 
seniority  clause  in  the  agreement  be- 
tween the  agency  and  labor.  The  workers 
say  the  pact  guarantees  advancement 
to  senior  employees,  but  that  recently, 
junior  employees  have  been  advanced 
over  those^with  more  seniority,  and 
longterm  workers  must  interview  for 
promotions. 

Sewell,  when  asked  if  the  recent 
federal  takeover  of  the  Housing 
Authority  was  behind  the  change  in  pro- 
cedure, said  he  didn't  know,  but  promised 
to  look  into  the  matter.  "The  Mayor  has 
a  much  more  direct  line  to  the  Housing 
Authority  than  t^he  last  administration," 
said  Sewell.  "The  Mayor's  office  asked 
HUD  to  step  in,  in  the  first  place.  If 
there's  something  wrong,  we  want  to 
know  about  it."

Will  Health  Department  Consolidation  Squeeze  Hill  Clinic?

When  most  people  imagine  a  health 
clinic,  they  envision  a  chaotic,  noisy, 
take-a-number  deli-style  site,  overflow- 
ing with  the  sick  and  injured.  And  the 
usually  limited  number  of  staff  members 
must  inevitably  cause  a  lack  of  person- 
alized attention. 

But  the  Caleb  G.  Clark  Potrero  Hill 
Health  Center,  1050  Wisconsin  Street  at 
Coral  Road  is  quite  the  opposite  —  and 
more.  And  now  the  Center's  services 
may  be  threatened  by  new  city  Health 
Dept.  consolidation  proposals. 

Serving  Potrero  Hill  and  the  surround- 
ing communities,  the  Health  Center  has 
provided  primary  health  care  and  spe- 
cialized programs  for  the  past  27  years. 
Founded  by  now  deceased  Physician  and 
Hill  resident  Dr.  Caleb  Clark  and  other 
community  members,  the  center  con- 
tinues to  offer  a  wide  range  of  services: 
A  complete  family  planning  program 
including  prenatal,  pregnancy  and 


pediatric  care,  nutrition  education;  a 
full-time  social  worker  handling  case 
management  in  addition  to  social  and 
personal  care,  and  housing,  dental 
services;  and  HIV  education,  testing 
and  treatment  through  hospitalization 
(if  necessary). 

Health  Educator  Michael  Radetsky  has 
been  with  the  center  for  the  past  four 
years.  "We  do  everything  here  except 
deliver  babies.  Our  doctors  deliver  at 
-an  Francisco  General,"  he  says.  "We 
see  people  from  newborns  up  to  99  years 
old."  One  of  the  special  things  offered 
at  this  clinic,  but  not  at  all  city  clinics, 
is  the  option  to  see  your  own  doctor  on 
an  ongoing  basis. 

Formerly  a  Health  Educator  in  Contra 
Costa  County,  Radetsky  was  hired  by 
the  San  Francisco  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Health  to  develop  end  run  citywide 
injury  and  violence  prevention  programs. 
To  this  end,  and  contrary  to  popular  be- 
lief, the  Health  Department  not  only 
administers  medical  care,  but  also  other 
programs  such  as  outreach,  prevention, 


education,  and  immunization. 

Caring  for  approximately  700  patients 
per  month,  the  Potrero  Hill  center  is 
one  of  nine  clinics  of  The  Community 
Health  Network  of  San  Francisco.  It  is 
funded  by  the  Dept.  of  Public  Health, 
with  additional  monies  from  the  city 
general  funds,  various  grants,  the  State, 
and  reimbursements  for  Medi-Cal  and 
Medicare.  Most  of  its  25-member  staff 
—  which  includes  four  dentists,  five 
physicians,  and  a  nurse  practitioner  — 
have  been  there  for  many  years.  Dr. 
Bob  Ross,  its  first  Medical  Director, 
was  with  the  clinic  for  several  years 
until  his  death,  and  current  Director 
Dr.  Michael  Drennan  is  in  his  12th  year 
there.  Head  Nurse  Evita  MuUins,  a 
10-year  veteran,  came  to  Potrero  Hill 
from  San  Francisco  General.  A  native 
of  Nicaragua  (Spanish  is  her  first  lang- 
uage, Tagalog  and  French  are  also 
spoken  at  the  clinic)  Mullins  stresses 
that  she  really  enjoys  Potrero  Hill  and, 
"would  not  give  up  Potrero  Hill  for 
anything.    I  know  most  of  the  patients 
so  everybody  has  a  trust  in  you.  1  have 


seen  little  babies  who  now  have  kids, 
and  everytime  they  see  me  they  say, 
'You're  still  here?'' 

Threatened  with  budget  cuts  in  each 
of  the  past  five  years,  the  clinic's  staff 
is  fearful  that  the  Dept.  of  Health  will 
be  forced  to  consolidate  services,  and 
that  its  Dental  Program  could  conceiv- 
ably be  eliminated,  in  the  same  way  its 
Podiatry  Program  was  two  years  ago. 
It  is  one  of  only  two  clinics  in  San  Fran- 
cisco thai  offer  adult  dental  care,  and 
its  patients  can  have  their  teeth  cared 
for  without  shelling  out  a  lot  of  money 
up  front.  As  in  the  past,  the  Potrero 
Hill  Health  Center  Advisory  Board  has 
been  lobbying  the  city  on  behalf  of  the 
community  to  keep  all  services  intact. 
These  Board  members  have  spent  count- 
less hours  writ  ng  letters  and  making 
calls  to  protect  the  programs.

The  park 
provides  the  play  area  and  open  space 
for  my  children  and  bimultaneousty  the 
running  and  exercise  area  for  my  dog. 
Knowing  what  usage  the  park  provides 
my  family,  wo  take  extr-a  care  to  keep 
the  park  clean,  especially  when  our  dog 
is  concerned. 

Over  the  last  few  years  I  have  watch- 
ed the  controversy  escalate  over  Mc- 
Kinley Square  regarding  the  develop- 
ment and  management  as  suggested  by 
individuals  and  groups,  t  have  remained 
neutral  as  I  listened  to  opinions  expres- 
sed at  the  park  and  articles  read  in 
The  Potrero  View.

IJIIPO 

PROTEST  NIXES  HILL  HELIPORT: 

A  "demonstration  heliport"  proposed  for  Pier  54  at  China  Basin  was  no  longer  con- 
sidered for  that  site  largely  as  a  result  of  strong  protest  from  Potrero  Ihll  residents. 
The  opposition  was  headed  up  by  the  St.  Teresa's  Parish  chapter  of  the  San  Francisco 
Organizing  Project  (SFOP)  and  centered  on  concerns  over  noise  and  safety.  The  SFOP 
stressed  that  continued  vigilance  was  still  necessary  to  prevent  similar  proposals  from 
surfacing  in  areas  close  to  Potrero  Hill. 

LIBRARY  REACHES  OUT: 

A  new  concept  to  interest  people  in  books  and  reading,  developed  by  the  Potrero 
Branch  Library  staff,  set  up  "shop"  on  the  sidewalk  in  front  of  the  Caleb  Clark 
Health  Clinic  on  Wisconsin  Street.  Staffed  by  Head  Librarian  Joan  Jackson  and  Tech- 
nical Assistant  Lois  Bailey,  the  "Travelling  Library."  displaying  library  materials  and 
information  on  available  services,  was  to  appear  in  various  locations  on  Potrero  Hill 
on  a  continuing  basis. 

SENIOR  NICARAGUA  VOLUNTEERS  MEET: 

In  a  rare  reunion  at  Potrero  Hill's  St.  Teresa's  Church.  50  "Elders  for  Survival."  who 
had  been  to  Nicaragua  as  volunteers  to  harvest  coffee  and  aid  in  community  projects, 
shared  memories  of  their  experiences.  Hill  resident  Sarah  Crome  helped  to 
organize  the  Elders'  harvest  brigade,  which  were  raising  money  to  collect  materials 
and  organize  a  crew  to  build  a  school  for  the  100  children  living  on  the  farm  where 
the  Elders  had  worked. 

SYNANON  SITE  PLANS  QUESTIONED: 

Plans  by  Grosvenor  Properties  for  a  145-unit  development  at  the  former  Synanon 
site  at  23rd  and  Kansas  Streets  were  discussed  back  in  1986  at  the  second  public  meet- 
ing on  the  subject  organized  by  Assemblyman  Art  Agios'  office.  Neighbors  of  the 
proposed  project  voiced  objections  to  the  density  of  the  rental  housing  and  the  plan 
that  would  "face  into  and  focus  on  an  interior  courtyard  which  could  isolate  residents 
from  the  rest  of  the  neighborhood."

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Nabe  Therapist 
Named  Boxer  ^ 
Of-the-Year 
For  N.  Calif.

Paris  Alexander,  a  behavioral  thera- 
pist at  the  Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood 
House,  was  nHtned  Boxer  of  the  Year 
-by  the  Northern  California  Veterans' 
Boxing  Association  at  theii-  annual 
awards  ceremony  on  April  13.  He  is 
next  in  line  to  fight  for  tl)e  vacated 
California  lightweigiu  title. 

"It's  always  nice  to  be  noticed  by  the 
people  in  your  profession  and  sport." 
says  Alexander.  32.  who  started  boxing 
when  ho  was  17,  and  has  been  fighting 
as  a  lightweight  professional  for  10 
years. 

But  even  though  he  is  a  ranked  fighter. 
Alexander  makes  liis  primary  living 
Iciiching  and  caring  for  developmentHlh 
disabled  adults  —  mostly  senior  citizens 
—  at  tlie  Ncigliborhood  House.  There 
he  instructs  classes  in  stretcliing.  flexi- 
biiity  and  relaxation. 

Many  people  wear  different  hats. 
Hut  in  Paris  Alexander's  world,  the 
juxtaposition  of  world-class  boxer  and 
caregiver  pleasantly  surprises  most 
who  know  him  in  and  out  of  his  sport. 

"1  wake  up  in  the  morning,  run  five 
miles,  go  to  work  at  the  Neighborhood 
House  and  then,  in  the  afternoons,  go 
to  the  gym,"  says  Alexander,  describing 
his  typical  day. 

"No  other  boxer  I  know  does  what  he 
does  for  a  living."  said  Sonny  Marson. 
51.  his  trainer  and  manager.  "(But) 
he's  such  a  positive  person.  There's 
nothing  he  can't  do.  He  believes  in 
himself." 

Alexander,  a  native  of  San  Francisco, 
was  raised  in  the  ghettos  of  East 
Oakland  by  a  mother  who  stressed 
education  above  all.  And  he  is  well 
aware  of  boxing's  history  in  disenfran- 
chised communities. 

"I  grew  up  poor.  But  I  didn't  get 
into  boxing  to  escape  poverty.  I  did  it 
because  it  was  a  passion.  That  in 
itself  separates  me  from  about  90  per- 
cent of  other  boxers,"  he  says. 

Alexander  earned  a  psychology  degree 
in  1986  from  San  Francisco  State 
University.  He  then  took  a  job  caring 
for  autistic  children  in  Mill  Valley, 
finding  he  liked  therapy  work.  He  has 
worked  at  the  Neighborhood  House  for 
nearly  seven  years. 

"This  job  puts  life  in  perspective," 
he  says.  "In  this  society  people  are 
always  worried  about  what  kind  of 
breaks  they  have,  or  how  they'll  get 
ahead.  Some  of  these  people  take  an 
hour  to  tie  a  shoe." 

His  clients  have  not  experienced 
life  as  most  have,  he  says.  As  part  of 
his  job,  he  and  other  staff  take  clients 
on  planned  field  outings.  For  example, 
every  Friday  about  50  clients  visit 
Park  Bowl  on  Haight  Street.  "It's  a 
chance  for  them  to  get  out,  a  chance 
for  a  real  life,"  he  says. 

Grasping  an  orange  bowling  ball, 
Alexander  stands  at  the  foot  of  lane 
No.  1 1.  Next  to  him  is  Dickey  Lee,  51, 
who  is  legally  blind. 

With  a  single,  solid  pat  on  Lee's  back 
and  a  chant  for  confidence  that  can  be 
heard  three  lanes  to  the  left  or  right, 
Alexander  hands  the  ball  to  Lee,  who 
cradles  it  between  his  legs  before  it 
swings  forward  in  a  thud  andi-umble. 

"Good  try."  Alexander  encourages. 

He  has  an  infectious  aura  that  ener- 
gizes, a  positive  confidence  you  might 
expect  of  a  boxer.  But  among  his 
clients,  his  momentum  —  tinged  with 
care  —  is  a  beam  of  light.

Fire  Station 
New  Interior

The  building  won't  look  any  different. 
The  four-person  crew  will  be  the  same 
size  as  it  was  before.  And  it  will  still 
house  only  one  engine.  But  according 
to  Captain  Bill  Shore  of  the  City's  Fire 
Department.  Station  37  at  the  corner 
of  Wisconsin  and  22nd  Streets  will  be 
"a  new  building,  basically"  when  reno- 
vations that  started  this  February  are 
complete  near  year's  end. 

Because  the  site  is  registered  as  a 
historical  landmark,  its  exterior  may 
not  be  changed.  Shore  said  crews  will 
completely  renovate  the  interior  while 
"keeping  the  shell"  of  the  two-story 
brick  building  at  the  corner  of  Wisconsin 
and  22nd  Streets. 

Some  of  the  work  will  be  simple 
repairs  that  would  be  performed  on  any 
aging  building,  such  as  new  paint,  plumb-

ing  and  electrical  improvements  and  a 
new  roof  and  a  new  generator.  Other 
work  reflects  social,  environmental  and 
engineering  advances  since  the  building's 
construction:  women's  facilities  will  be 
added,  asbestos  will  be  removed,  and 
seismic  upgrades  will  be  performed. 

"Basically,  it'll  be  a  new  station," 
said  Captain  Bill  Shore,  a  spokesman 
for  tlic  Department, 

The  station  was  built  in  1914.  Ac- 
cording to  former  City  Archivist  Gladys 
Hansen,  who  once  led  tours  of  the  city's 
fire  houses  and  is  now  with  the  San 
Francisco  Historical  Society.  "It  went 
up  without  much  fanfare."  After  the 
1906  earthquake  she  noted,  "a  lot  of 
building  was  being  done."

A  convivial  crowd  of  more  than  200 
neighbors  and  friends,  residents  of  Po- 
trero  Hill  and  other  communities,  poiiti- 
cos  and  plain  citizens,  gathered  April  20 
at  the  Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood  House 
(Nabe)  to  eat,  drink  and  honor  two  local 
activists  and  three  business  people  and 
to  support  the  venerable  Hill  institution. 

The  annual  Nabe  fundraiser,  the  theme 
of  which  was  "Cultivating  Unity."  this 
year  paid  homage  to  Peter  Firth.  Bob 
Hayes.  Rnbin  and  Joe  Talmadge.  and 
'.\isic  Tompkins  for  their  outstanding 
community  spirit  and  involvement.  I'he 
master  of  ceremonies  for  the  event  was 
S.F.  Sheriff  Michael  Hennessey,  who  was 
introduced  in  welcoming  remarks  by 
Marylouise  Lovett.  president  of  the  Nabe 
Board  of  Directors. 

Peter  Firth,  a  San  Francisco  native  and 
longtime  Potrero  Hill  resident,  was  intro- 
duced by  his  brother  Jim.  Now  a  commer- 
cial aircraft  pilot.  Firth  helped  build 
three  schools  and  taught  various  subjects 
as  a  Peace  Corps  volunteer  in  Brazil  from 
1966  to  1968. 

On  l*otrero  Hill  he's  been  active  in 
various  community  organizations  such  as 
the  Good  Life  Alliance  and  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Organizing  Project  (SFOP).  He 
also  wrote  for  The  Potrero  View,  mainly 
about  attempts  to  locate  a  heliport  on 
the  waterfront  below  the  Hill  and  on 
SFOP  projects. 

Two  speakers  made  introductory  re- 
marks on  behalf  of  Bob  Hayes,  a  staffer 


of  the  Nabe  for  the  last  22  years.  Ronald 
Matter  labelled  Hayes  a  hero.  "A  hero  is 
someone  who  changes  peoples'  lives.  He 
changed  mine."  Hatter  said.  Kelly 
Collins  lauded  the  Nabe  veteran  for  his 
geniality,  honesty  and  fairness. 

Hayes  himself,  however,  called  for  all 
the  Neighborhood  House  staffers  present 
to  rise,  saying  of  them,  "We  are  a  cohe- 
sive group  —  a  family.  These  are  the  real 
heroes." 

Robin  and  Joe  Talmadge,  both  Potrero 
Hill  natives  and  owners  of  the  World  Gym 
at  De  Haro  and  16th  Streets,  believe  in 
keeping  well  while  doing  good.  They  were 
introduced  by  Father  Peter  Sammon  of 
St.  Teresa's  whose  parishioners  they  are 
and  who  works  out  at  their  gym,  though 
not  as  regularly  as  he  should,  he  admits. 
"It  creates  a  dilemma,"  the  pastor 
quipped.  "To  whom  do  ^  confess  when 
I've  broken  my  vow  to  get  down  to  the 
Gym?" 

The  Talmadges  hold  a  fund  raising 
car  wash  for  the  Nabe  every  year  and 
match  the  proceeds.  This  year,  they 
announced,  they  will  triple  the  receipts. 

Susie  Tompkins,  owner  and  co-founder 
of  Esprit  de  Corp,  one  of  the  world's 
largest  sports  and  casual  wear  manu- 
facturers, was  unable  to  be  present,  but 
Danny  Kraus,  speaking  on  her  behalf, 
stated.  "Susie  and  Esprit  feel  privileged 
to  support  the  Neighborhood  House."  He 
recounted  Tompkins'  commitment  to 
social  causes  ranging  from  AIDS  aware- 
ness to  art  education  for  children,  from 
helping  to  renovate  the  Nabe  to  creat- 
ing (in  1979)  the  park  at  20th  and 
Indiana  Streets.
